Egypt cuts ties with four nations 


CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) — Egypt today 
broke off diplomatic relations with 
Syria, Libya, Algeria and South Yemen 
and ordered their am bassadors to leave 
the country within 24 hours, a govern­ 
ment announcement said. 
The government also recalled the staff 
of the Egyptian em bassies in the four 
countries, and asked them to return to 
Cairo immediately. 
The move came hours after the four 
hardline Arab countries had joined in 
declaring a “ freeze” on diplomatic ties 
with Cairo to protest Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s peace initiatives with 


Israel. 
Official Cairo radio announced the 
Egyptian move in its evening newscast 
and also said an extraordinary cabinet 
session had been called for Wednesday. 
Sadat earlier had challenged Israel to 
m ake a co n cessio n in the long- 
deadlocked Middle E ast dispute in 
response to his peace m ission to 
Jerusalem. 
Sadat said Sunday Israel “ must soften 
its position, or they will be uncovered 
before the whole world” at the Cairo 
peace talks, scheduled to begin Dec. 14. 
In an hourlong interview with UPI and 


Britain’s Independent Television News, 
Sadat said Israel must “ face the con­ 
sequences” if it stands by its flat refusal 
to withdraw from all occupied Arab 
lands and allow the establishment of a 
Palestinian state. 
Asked whether this meant the verbal 
non-aggression pact made with Israel in 
his milestone visit to Jerusalem last 
month might be in jeopardy, Sadat said: 
“ For sure. Right, right, right. They 
(the Israelis) should come to Cairo with 
the answer (to my peace initiative) in 
their pockets,” Sadat said, speaking in 
an anteroom of his rambling state rest 


house on the edge of the Nile. 
In a further indication of the impor­ 
tance Sadat attaches to the parley, 
Egypt named a ministerial-level delega­ 
tion to the talks. Israel’s team is below 
ministerial level. 
Leading Cairo’s team at the talks, 
which Sadat sees as a stepping stone to a 
Geneva conference, will be Egypt’s U N. 
envoy, Esm at Abdel Meguid, an official 
announcement said. 
If nothing cam e of the Cairo talks, 
Sadat said he would “ return to my 
parliament and tell them the details, and 
after that we have to take any decision 


that must be taken ... It would be a new 
situation. 


“ We have the right by the United Na­ 
tions charter, by anything in the whole 
world, we have the full right to liberate 
our lands whenever we choose to do 
this.” 


Official Israeli radio viewed Sadat’s 
push for Israeli concessions as a result of 
intense pressure on Sadat from hardline 
Arab critics. 
But Sadat, puffing calmly on his pipe, 
waved aside the radical Arabs’ criticism 
as unimportant. 


Speaking less than 24 hours after call­ 
ing home E g y p t’s am b assad o rs to 
Moscow and key hardline Arab states 
for consultations, Sadat said the Arab 
radicals “ will never influence anything 
in the Arab world. All this shouting will 
not influence the whole position of Arab 
solidarity at all.” 


He said that despite a similar furor 
over Egypt’s 1975 Sinai disengagement 
agreement with Israel, both hardline 
Syria and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization had later come to Cairo to 
patch things up.

Even without figuring the needs of 
Cuvama Valley, and taking in considera­ 
tion moderate conservation efforts, the 
county would have to make up a 29,000 
acre-feet a year deficit by 1980, 
Lawrance reported 
Bv 1990 the deficit figure could mount 
to 40.000 acre-feet a year and to 55,000 by 
the vear 2000. his office estimates.

whether a state may impose conditions 
for use of water from a federal reclam a­ 
tion project.

Taxpayers shouldn't feel 
county's debt payment

Whether or not the county lives up to 
its 10-year-old verbal agreem ent to 
repay Lompoc’s $361.000 expenditure on 
the Lompoc Library, may have little ef­ 
fect on the bottom-line taxpayers. 
The county this year suspended its ap­ 
proximate $8,000 annual payment on the 
debt, opting to bank the monies for 
future library services. 
City council will consider whether it 
wants to pursue repayment of the city 
outlay at its meeting 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
in the school administration board room, 
1301 North A Street 
The question appears to be whether 
taxpayers want to pay now or pay later 
for library services 
When the library was built in the late 
60s, the city tapped eight different 
sources to comprise the $361,602 The 
largest contributors were the Civic 
Center fund, $140,000 and the general 
fund. $143.502 
According to a report by City Attorney 
Alan Davidson, under the verbal agree­ 
ment, the county would repay the 
$361,000 with capital outlay funds allot­ 
ted the city annually from county library 
funds 


The county funds, however, are capital 
outlay funds designed to fund future 
library services. 
Lompoc collected $69.484 of these 
capital outlay funds until 1974 when the 
county auditor objected to using the 
monies to repay the city without a writ­ 
ten contract. 
A clause to authorize repayment was 
injected into the city’s contract with the 
county, but the County Library Advisory 
Committee this year deleted the amend­ 
ment, leaving the city still $292.000 short. 
Davidson's report notes that although 
a quorum of the Library Advisory Com­ 
mittee has not acted on ihe city’s request 
to continue repayment, “ the consensus 
of the committee (was) that these funds 
be kept for future capital items and not 
be used to restore past capital accounts. 
"It is obvious," continues Davidson, 
“ this committee operates with a general 
feeling of how things should be done, 
rather than whether or not the county 
should live up to its past agreements.” 


“ It is not really a question of loss,” 
Davidson said this morning. 
“ It is a 
question of the application of the funds 
“ If the money is repaid it goes back 
into the city coffers and would be a 
direct benefit to the taxpayers. But, if in 
the future, the city needs more library 


facilities, obviously it will be the city 
taxpaver who will again contribute the 
most.”

BANGUI, Central African

of the Central African Empire 
in a $30 million extravaganza 
Sunday, dazzling a country in 
which the average person earns 
$155 a year 
The coronation, during which 
he walked on rose petals flown 
in from France, cost a fourth of 
the country’s earnings from all 
exports 
Some 2,000 guests attended a 
mammoth banquet served at 
the order of the 56-year-old 
Bokassa. crowned emperor in a 
sports stadium before attending 
high mass at Notre Dame 
Cathedral 
Bokassa presided from a 
throne at the Renaissance 
Palace banquet where he 
opened a gala ball with his wife, 
the new Empress Catherine. 27, 
to the tunes of a quaint- 
sounding sp ecially com ­ 
missioned Emperor’s Waltz 
The imperial guests ate game 
ranging from antelope to wild 
boar and an eight-layered. 4- 
foot-high cake held up by 
chocolate columns and topped 
with the emblem of the empire, 
an eagle mounted on a sun, 
made for him by a Paris baker 
Bokassa arrived at Sunday's 
coronation ceremonies 90 mi­ 
nutes late, swathed in a beige 


gold-embroidered toga upon 
which was draped an ermine- 
lined velvet cloak embroidered 
in gold before Bokassa I 
received his crown, studded 
with 2,000 diamonds and topped 
by a gold orb representing the 
earth A total of 101 cannons 
boomed out across the dusty 
town to announce the accession 
of Africa's new imperial fami­ 
ly 
He was preceded into the 
half-full stadium by Empress 
Catherine dressed in a glitter­ 
ing gold lame gown studded 
with rubies, sapphires and 
emeralds and escorted by eight 
ladies-in-waiting clad in puffy 
pink, white and red dresses 
More than half of the foreign 
guests failed to appear at the 
festivities, which many African 
countries felt ridiculed all 
Africa. 
Bokassa. Empress Catherine 
and the 2-vear-old heir desig­ 
nate. Jean Bedel George, 
traveled to the coronation in 
gold and green carriages pulled 
bv white dappled horses Four 
hundred and fiftv pounds of rose 
petals flown in from France 
were thrust under the feet of 
their Imperial Highnesses as 
they walked to their thrones 
Bokassa’s throne, a 15-foot- 
high figure of an eagle with a 
wingspan of 18 feet also was im­ 
ported from France as were the 


clothes for the coronation, the 
flowers, the food, the pre­ 
fabricated villas for the guests, 
the royal jewels, the horses, the 
fine bone china and three 
tableware services for 1,500 
persons each in silver, gilded 
copper and silverplate 


The guests wore morning 
suits, top hats and long formal 
dresses despite 100-degree-plus 
temperatures 


Bokassa seized power in a 
coup in 1966 and announced a 
year ago that he was dissolving 
the republic in favor of a 
monarchy in the Central 
African Republic, a landlocked 
nation bordering Zaire. Came­ 
roon. the Congo, and the Sudan

Further investigation result­ 
ing from publication of the 
evidence showed the charges to 
be true, but the whistleblower 
was fired for giving copies of 
the documents to the news­ 
paper 
When he cited the Code of 
Ethics to justify his action, he 
was told the code was not law, 
because Congress had approved 
it in the form of a resolution 
rather than a statute Besides, 
it was pointed out that the code 
also prohibited him from 
evading his agency’s regula­ 
tions 
The report said government 
workers who report abuses are 
fire d , 
tra n s fe rre d , 
reprimanded, 
denied promo­ 
tions and harassed not only as a 
reprisal but also as a warning to

Farmers 
may vote 
on strike 


OMAHA, Neb (UPI) - The 
National Farmers Organization 
might vote this week on 
whether to endorse a Dec 14 
farm strike that NFO President 
Oren Lee Staley says is picking 
up support 
If the NFO votes to partici­ 
pate in the strike, it would be 
the first major farm organiza­ 
tion to do so Staley predicted a 
“ head-on collision with govern­ 
ment policy makers to keep 
farmers from uniting" in the 
strike effort 
"I hear rumblings from the 
delegates that they want a 
strike vote," Staley said. “ And 
if that is the desire of the 
farmers attending this conven 
tion, then there will be a strike 
vote.’’ 
Staley said Sunday that no 
decision has been made on the 
NFO's role in the strike — a 
move by a group called 
American Agriculture to obtain 
100 percent parity on feed grain 
prices 
He said there was no way the 
NFO could avoid making a deci 
sion on the farm strike issue 
during its annual convention in 
Omaha this week 
I cannot believe that there 
can be any question in 
anvbodv's mind that there is a 
real sentiment that has deve­ 
loped and is developing, par­ 
ticularly among the young 
farmers in this country for a 
strike or a holding action 
Staley said 
The group expected some 
10,000 members to attend the 
convention 
Lockheed Corp. mails copies 
of contract offer to employees 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
Lockheed Соф mailed copies 
of its entire 108-page contract 
offer Sunday to 8,500 employees 
who have been on an eight-week 
strike, saving union leaders 
have failed to make their 
members aware of the com­ 
pany's position 
“ Our employees have heard 
many conflicting reports about 
what is in the contract we of­ 
fered. ’" company president 
Willis Hawkins said, "and I 
thought it was time we let them 
get all the facts and see for 
themselves what their company 
has offered ” 
The company sent out more 
than five tons of the documents 
to its employees and said its en­ 
tire negotiating team would be 
available to answer strikers' 
questions by telephone. Haw­ 
kins said a major issue in the 
strike, the company's position 
on seniority, has been misre­ 
presented 
The step to bypass negotia­ 
tors with the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists and ap- 


peal directly to employees was 
taken by Lockheed’s California 
subsidiary. Lockheed California 
Co. 
The machinists turned down 
what the company called its 
final offer shortly after it was 
presented Nov 
22, charging 
that the company’s position on 
seniority and several other 
provisions were unacceptable 
and had not changed since the 
strike began Oct 10 
Lockheed's offer, as it was 
sent to employees over the 
weekend, contained notes in 
blue ink by Hawkins on eight 
crucial pages. 
Next to a disputed clause in 
which the company is seeking 
to change the “ bumping 
rights," of employees, or their 
right to claim a job of a less- 
senior employee during a 
layoff. Hawkins wrote, “ This 
will not affect anyone who was 
hired before Jan 1, 1970 This 
will help reduce turnover and 
training costs while not affect­ 
ing employees with long-term 
seniority." 


The union said the change 
would affect 3.000 of 8.500 
employees at Lockheed’s Bur­ 
bank and Palmdale facilities, 
but the company said onlv 535 
employees would lose their 
bumping privileges 
Rick Celebron, president of 
the union’s District 727, said he 
had not had tune to evaluate the 
margin notes but was not op­ 
posed to employees seeing the 
entire offer 
Hawkins said the company 
has been able to deliver five L- 
1011 Jetstars since the strike 
began and would only miss one 
delivery next year if the 
strikers returned this month 
but assembly parts were 
needed "The pipeline has run 
drv." he said

Home and Garden Club to

A hobby that began when her mother 
gave Evelyn Cameron a doll that 
belonged to her sister because she knew 
she'd take good care of it, over the years 
has grown into a collection of some 500 
dolls. 
An Alpha Club member herself, Mrs 
Cameron will share her collection with 
members of the Home and Garden Sec­ 
tion Wednesday at a 1 30 p.m. meeting in 
the clubhouse 
The smallest doll in Mrs. Cameron’s 
collectionis one-inch tall and the tallest 
32 inches. Among the dolls are around 30 
hard-to-collect boy dolls and some dolls 
are made from such things as apples, 
hickory nuts, and corncobs from the 
Ozarks. and are dressed like old men and 
women 
The dolls from wax are very suscepti­ 
ble to climate changes and extreme heat 
or cold will crack them Other dolls are 
of porcelain, bisque, rubber, celluloid, 
china, cloth, pottery, wood and stone 


Her oldest doll, dug up from an Egyp­ 
tian tomb, is made of semi-precious 
stone that looks like jade and dates back 
to 1840 Some very old beads were found 
in the box the doll came in. 
"Collectible" dolls such as Shirley 
Temple, Kewpie and Patsi dolls also are 
in Mrs. Cameron’s collection but the 
majority are German dolls with china 
and bisque faces and arms that go from 
babies, to toddlers, to little girls, fashion 
models and even old ladies 
Whenever a doll is obtained. Mrs. 
Cameron tries to salvage the original 
clothes, washing and mending them 
rather than making new dresses But if 
clothing has to be made, old materials 
are used rather than the new synthetic 
ones. 
The clothing is copied from doll 
catalogs 
Shoes are made of old kid 
gloves to look like original ones and wigs 
are made of mohair or human hair. 
Mrs 
Cameron’s favorite doll is a 


French "Jumeau” doll 1870-'80 which 
her husband gave her a few Christmases 
ago. Also favorites with her are 
"character" dolls that show expressions 
of smiling, crying, or frowning 
Dolls from Japan, China. Russia, 
France, Germany and many other 
countries grace her shelves Even Indian 
Kachina dolls that are carved from one 
piece of wood with each one made to 
worship different gods such as rain and 
war 
Pincushion dolls also are included in 
the collection and several of her dolls are 
seated in doll chairs and furniture. Some 
are in a bookcase, seated to show them 
most to their advantage 
All are tagged and catalogued 
Mrs Cameron belongs to the Santa 
Barbara Doll Club which meets once a 
month in Santa Barbara 
Well-known for her flower arrange­ 
ments and flower show awards, she also 
collects other antiques

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Common hond 
Hollywood street scene 
tied to 
'strangler' victims 


LOS A N G ELES (UP I) - Police say the 
Hollywood street scene — prostitutes, pimps, 
runaways and castaways — is the thread linking 
the lives of at least six of the 10 victims of the 
'‘Hillside Stranglers.” 
Hundreds of leads were telephoned to the 42- 
man special “Hillside Strangler Task Force” 
during the weekend, officers said, swelling the 
list of potential suspects to well over 200 
The special unit hunting the one or more 
killers worked around the clock to check out 
each one w hile sp ecial p atro ls using 
policewomen decoys scoured the areas where 
the victims were last seen or their bodies were 
found 
But Lt. Dan Cooke said late Sunday there was 
“ nothing concrete to report” in the investiga­ 
tion. 
Police all but ruled out as a suspect a young 
man who had been questioned in the Hillside 
rapes and slayings 
Bennett Merrett, 24, a 
Hesperia. Calif., clothing clerk was still in 
custody, however, on a separate rape-robbery 
charge 
“ But it now appears that he probably was not 
involved in the killings," Cooke said, adding that 


women's clothing found in Merrett’s car belongs 
to the man's sister. 
The investigation has shifted to Hollywood 
Boulevard, long a target of special police atten­ 
tion because of its many unsavory inhabitants, 
including prostitutes and drug pushers. 
Five of the young women strangled in the past 
six weeks were very involved in the Hollywood 
street scene, investigators said A sixth worked 
as a waitress at Hollywood and Vine. 
But they said there was no apparent connec­ 
tion between Hollywood and the other four vic­ 
tims.

“ What will be left are those 
diseases that man inflicts on 
himself through carelessness, 
greed, laziness and stupidity,” 
he added “ For these traits in 
man. there are no cures as yet 
in sight.” 


W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I) - 
Teen-age drinking remains a 
serious problem, but a new 
report says it may be leveling 
off 
The National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism 
plans to present its report on 
the problem to Congress soon, 
as a followup to a 1974 study 
showing drinking among teen­ 
agers was increasing.

Braves 'run' into conference finals

Having their best playoff game to date, Pat Fridrich and Mike Walker 
almost single-handedly destroyed the Beverly Hills defense with some 
awesome running and typical defense Friday night. 
With the help of Fridrich and Walker, the Braves rolled to an impressive 40- 
14 victory in the Northwestern Conference semifinals in Inglewood. 
The next task ahead for the Braves is to win the Northwestern Conference 
crown. To do that, the Braves must face Antelope Valley High at Antelope 
Valley Junior College, Friday at 8 p.m. 


Between them, Fridrich and Walker ran for over 300 of Lompoc’s 418 total 
yards and scored five of the six Braves’ touchdowns. 
Fridrich gained 223 yards on 22 carries and had touchdown runs of 59 and 17 


yards. 
Walker pushed his nightly total over the 100-yard mark on 11 carries and 
carried the pigskin for three scores. While he was resting, Walker intercepted 
one pass and made several key plavs for the Braves on defense. 


“If there are two better backs in the CIF, I don’t know who they are,” said 
Lompoc coach Mike W arren with justifiable pride. 
The Braves struck in the first quarter and with the help of a crucial holding 
call, w ere able to put the Normans in a hole early. 


Using the running game exclusively, Lompoc marched 70 yards on 11 plays. 
The final yard was made by Walker for his first TD of the night. 
Holding, called against the Normans, cam e before a Fridrich fumble which 
Beverly Hills recovered. 


The penalty gave the ball back to the Braves, plus 15 yards. 
In opening series, Beverly Hills’ linebacker Jay Lawson went out of the game 
with a dislocated shoulder and according to Normans’ head coach Jack Reilly, 
that was a key play in the game. 
“ I think that made a difference because without Lawson and Jay Lake, who 
was our other starting linebacker out with the flu, we could not contain their 
running game.

He 
cam e to us at the beginning of the 
school year from the Canal Zone and 
I really don’t know w hat his 
background is and I don’t know the 
caliber of play in the Canal Zone,” 
Santos stated 
Having watched Gross perform in 
practice, Santos says, “ he’s got the 
tools and potential to be the best ball 
player in school this year and he’s 
only a junior. 
“ He’s a great leaper and has a 
more physical slam dunk than Brice 
had last year,” Santos said as the 
sam e smile spread across his face. 
Joining Gross at the other forward 
spot will be 6-3 Irving Robinson. 
“ I made a deal with Irving last 
season 
I told him if he’d quit 
shooting the ball, he’d start,” Santos 
joked 
But it turned out to be a sweet 
deal for the coach and player 
Robinson was a third team all­ 
league perform er last year on the 
strength of his defensive prowess.

On that dnve, quarterback

Pols help nursing home 


WASHINGTON—Most of the shuffling, 
forgotten old people who are hidden 
awav in nursing homes must rely on the 
federal government to pay for their care. 
But some nursing homes are squeezing 
payments from their elderly patients for 
basic services covered by Medicare. 
This is the case 
history of a nursing 
home that not only 
dem anded 
m oney 
fro m 
M e d ic a r e 
patients but enlisted 
powerful politicians on 
its side 
The Four Freedoms 
N u rsin g 
Hom e is 
located in an old 
decaying building near 
the opulent resort 
hotels along the Miami 
Beach 
oceanfront. 
Four out of five of its patients depend on 
Medicare to pay their bills. 
In 1973. the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare discovered that 
the home was illegally requiring advance 
deposits from at least 22 patients for ser­ 
vices financed by Medicare. 
HEW officials, therefore, moved "to 
terminate 
Four Freedoms Nursing 
Home from particip ation in the 
Medicare program." The home’s vice 
president. Harry Stone, responded by 
pulling political strings. He raised a howl 
on Capitol Hill with Rep. Claude Pepper, 
D-Fla . Sen Lawton Childes, D-Fla., and 
then-Sen Edward Gurney. R-Fla 
The 77-year-old Pepper, as chairman 
of the House Aging Committee, has been 
a tireless champion of the elderly. But he 
forwarded Stone's complaints to HEW 
It may be merely a coincidence that 
two of the home’s directors are union of­ 
ficials, that various unions have financed 
some of the 16 Four Freedoms corpora­ 
tions and that the unions have con­ 
tributed heavilv to Pepper’s political 
campaigns 
The irrepressible Pepper told us he 
sent Stone's letter to H EW "as a routine 
complaint " Swore the congressman; " I 
would do it for anybody. It didn’t make a 
bit of difference who the proprietor 
was.” 
But it made a difference, apparently, 
to the federal inspectors. Pepper’s 
routine inquiry produced a marked 
change in their attitude. They hastily 
reviewed the case and decided there was 
no real evidence after all that Four 
Freedoms was improperly billing its 
patients. 
Social Security Commissioner James 
Cardwell rushed off a soothing letter to 
Pepper, announcing that the Miami 
home "is making an effort” to comply 
with the law 
It wasn’t, apparently, making much of 
an effort For HEW officials continued 
receiving 
com plaints 
that 
some 
Medicare patients had to pay deposits up 
to $500 to get into Four Freedoms. 
The home was threatened again with 
Berry ’s World

termination. But this time. Stone ap­ 
pealed to another friend. Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., a power in the 
Senate, who heads the Commerce Com­ 
mittee. 


Stone had no trouble getting the 
senator’s ear. Magnuson has been close 
to labor, particularly the maritime un­ 
ions. for years The unions kicked in over 
$58.000 to his last campaign. 
One of Magnuson's longtime friends 
also runs a Four Freedoms retirement 
home, built with maritime union money, 
in Seattle 
Stone’s brother William 
Steinberg, who is president of the Miami 
nursing home, also heads the union for 
ship radio officers 


After Stone's complaint to Magnuson, 
Social Security chief Cardwell was sum­ 
moned to a meeting in the senator’s of­ 
fice with top aide Harley Dirks. 
Stone admitted he was requiring 
deposits from some patients but blamed 
it on the long delays he encountered 
collecting money from Medicare. HEW 
immediately investigated Stone’s com­ 
plaint but found his confused records 
were causing the delays. 
Nevertheless, 
subtle pressure was 
brought on H EW to lay off the Miami 
home "We don’t get many complaints 
from an out-of-state senator,” one HEW 
official admitted "W e wondered what 
the relationship was between Four 
Freedoms and Magnuson.” 
Another top H EW official complained 
in an internal memo: "W e have been ex­ 
coriated on the one hand by Senator 
Magnuson for our seeming harassment 
of Four Freedoms, while being blasted 
on the other by the House Ways and 
Means Committee for letting (the home) 
get awav with horrible care and the il­ 
legal deposits.” 
Magnuson told us he has talked to 


Stone "once or twice” but insisted Stone 
never complained to him about the nurs­ 
ing home 
" I wouldn’t know anyting 
about it,” he told our associate Howie 
Kurtz " I get a lot of complaints because 
I handle the H EW appropriations. It 
must have gone through the subcommit­ 
tee. This was probably a routine case.” 
But Stone admitted to Kurtz: " I ’ve 
spoken to Senator Magnuson 100 times in 
the past five years. We re close personal 
friends I ’ve spoken to him about the sl­ 
owness of Medicare payments. I bitched 
like hell about it.” 
Magnuson still maintains he has no 
recollection of Stone's complaint. "They 
may have gotten hold of the Four 
Freedoms people in Seattle, who might 
have called me,” he conceded. He also 
suggested his aide Dirks may have 
handled the matter without telling him. 
Dirks, who was later fired by Magnuson 
for phonving up a committee hearing 
record, wouldn’t talk to us. 
Footnote: The illegal deposits were 
finally halted, but the home was recently 
found to be putting its patients’ Medicare 
funds in interest-bearing bank accounts 
and pocketing the interest. Inspectors 
have also found that drugs have been 
given to patients without doctors’ orders, 
special diets have not been observed and 
garbage cans have been left open, at­ 
tracting flies. 
“ Food is not always stored and 
prepared 
under sanitary conditions,” 
declared a recent inspection report. 
"Linens are not always handled ..to pre­ 
vent the spread of infection.” 
A Four Freedoms spokesman insisted 
that the violations were minor and that 
every deficiency has now been cor­ 
rected But federal inspectors complain 
privately that powerful politicians con­ 
tinue to intervene on behalf of substan­ 
dard nursing homes.

The bureaucratic mule 


W ASH IN G TO N - ( N E A) - The 
average federal agency has a lot in com­ 
mon with the proverbial country mule.

Our own "Mule of the Year" award 
goes to the Bureau of

Earlier this year, as 
regular readers of this 
column may recall, 
some by-the-book ATF

formation on whether his weapon needed 
to be registered 
Tom Gibson, a 52-year-old World War 
II veteran and shoe store operator, had 
received a long-barreled pistol, which 
fires a single shotgun shell, as a 
memento from an old and dear family 
friend. 
He treasured the $12 gun for sentimen­ 
tal reasons, but as a law-abiding citizen, 
he wanted to make sure it was properly 
registered if that's what the law 
required 
For nit-picky reasons too complicated 
to recapitulate, the AFT agents not only 
refused to register Gibson's gun, they ac­ 
tually snatched it and destroyed it Stun­ 
ned and infuriated, Gibson complained to 
his senator — Democrat Alan Cranston 
Although he is a supporter of federal 
gun laws, Cranston agreed AT F’s con­ 
duct was an outrage He introduced a 
private bill last June to make the govern­ 
ment pay Gibson treble damages — a 
grand sum of $36 — and simultaneously 
extracted a promise from Rex Davis, 
director of ATF, that the agency’s 
regulations would be changed within 30

citizens did not suffer similar in­ 
dignities.

In early September, Cranston’s private 
b ill float ed 
into the T r e a s u r y 
Department’s legislative liaison office 
for clearance with a recommendation at­ 
tached from ATF that the administration 
oppose the compensation for Gibson. 
By sheerest chance, the Treasury 
liaison official who read the bill was an 
old Capitol Hill hand who realized it was 
strange for Cranston to be going to bat 
for a gun owner, given his position on 
firearms control He called the senator’s 
office to find out what the case was 
about 
"Didn’t you read the correspondence?” 
an aide to the senator asked. "What cor­ 
respondence?" 
the Treasury official 
said "ATF didn’t send any over.” 
His interest piqued, the Treasury aide 
marched over to the ATF Bureau and 
demanded the file The more he read, the 
madder he got "Where are the revised 
regulations you promised Cranston?" he 
asked "Uh . er..,hem haw we’re still 
drafting them,” he was told 
Weeks passed More Treasury Depart­ 
ment officials joined the act, phoning 
ATF to inquire about the new regs. 
Finally, the revisions were produced 
Did they deal with the kind of problem 
Gibson had encountered? Of course not. 
By this time, the Treasury Depart­ 
ment aide was steaming So was his 
boss, the assistant secretary for legisla­ 
tion So was the assistant secretary for 
law enforcement 
In concert, they came down on ATF 
like a ton of bricks A solemn written 
promise had been made to Cranston, who 
just happens to be the majority whip of 
the U.S. Senate, they reminded the 
agency Furthermore, they said, in the 
view of AT F ’s parent department, 
Treasury, the California senator was ab­ 
solutely right in this case 
Finally, on Oct 21, ATF coughed up 
revised regulations that will protect gun 
owners like Tom Gibson who try to com­ 
ply with the law from being punished for 
their good faith 
It only took six months of bureaucratic 
bickering, and thousands of dollars in 
manpower expenses, to insure that the 
government will not snatch and destroy 
some other guy’s $12 keepsake gun 
Nobody ever said you couldn’t move a 
mule You just have to get its attention 
first
